On December 15, 1972, President Mixon issued Fxecutive Ordeyr 11691,
37 Fed. Rea. 276)7, inecreasing the rates of basic vay eof Generezl Schedule
emplovees and certain othars effective as of the first dav of the first
auplicable nay pericd Losiunins on or altos srausry 1, 15750 Tie
Public Printer, consistent with the traditicuaal volicy of adjusting
the pay rates of the Govermment Printine Cffice's Ceneral CGrasie er
plovees to confeorm with the General Schedule, issued on January 3,
1273, llotice 640-29 orderins that '‘the applicabie provisicns con-
tained in Executive Order 11691 * * * be anplied to all annual
salaried emplovees of the Government Printing Office, excepnt those
occupying positions payinz a single annual rate,” effective con
January 7, 1973.

Subsequently, the President issued Executive Order 11777 anending
Executive Order 11691 by providing that the pay raises pranted by
Executive Order 11691 were to be effective as of the first day of
the first applicable pay period beginning on or after October 1,

1972,

The Public Printer indicates that had the pay raises originally
been effective in October it is a certainty' that similar raises
would have been adopted ior Government Printing Cffice General Grade

"8. Agencies which have adninistratively determined
pay rates which were adjusted in January 1973 as a
result of the General Scihedule pay adjustuent may
retroactively change the effective date of their pay
adjustment to (cteber 1Y72 to coniorn with this chanse
in the eifective date cr the General vchedule pay
adjustment. The guthority for this action is

section 5307 of title 5, United States Code. If an
agency's regulations require that the administratively
determined pay rates be adjusted at the same tine as
the General Schedule, this retroactive change in
effective date is mandatorv rather than permissive.

It chould be noted that onitr the effective date.and
not tae anount, oi administratively determined pay
rates may be chenued,’
